Gk>vemment panic led to nuclear surplus 

British uranium stocks 
now far outstrip demand 


By Paul Brown 

Britain has a uranium sur- 
plus bigger in potential energy 
output than the coal mouotain 
vdiieh provided surii a cushion 
for the l^venunent during the 
miners' strike. 

Among the largest sto^hold- 
eis is the Ministry of Defence 
which now has enough in store 
for all its needs in the **fore> 
seeable future" including the 
Irident submarines' engines 
end mls^e warheads. 

The reason for the large sur- 
plus was the near panic of the 
governments of nuclear nations 
in the 1970s when it was be- 
lieved that the expansion of 
the industry would outstrip the 
supply of uranium ore. 

This led, among other 
things, to signing of the 
conu^ with Rio TiDto^nc*s 
Rossing mine in ICamibia when 
Mr T^y Benn was Energy 
Secretary. 

The row over the contract 
rumbled on for 10 years but 
successive Government's 

refused to cancel it 

The Thatcher Government 
said United Nation's decrees 
and strictures on the 
exotoitation of Namibian natu- 
ral resources before indepen- 
dence were not binding but 
commerciaZ contracts between 
the Central Electricity Gener- 
ating Board and Rio-Tinto Zinc 
were.

At a recent hearing of the 
Commons select committee on 
nuclear waste Sir Walter Ma> 
shall, chairman of the CEGB, 
said that because of the current 
world suiplus of uranium and 
plutonium it was no longer 
economic to reprocess .spent 
fuel from the new generation 
of reactors. 

One of the options now 
bcins considered by the CEGB 
is the long-term storage of 
spent fuel until reprocessing is 
economic. 

Another aspect of the Na- 
mibian contract which made it 
politically embarrassing for 
successive governments was 
that it had no restrictions on 
use. The Canadian and .Austra- 
lian soremments both n*strict 
the use of their ore fbr peace- 
ful purposes. 

This did not prove to be a 
nrobiem for Britain beeaiisc the 
Ministr>' of Defence anticipated 
this difficulty and bought a 
strategic reserve from an un- 
disclosed source. This source is 
almost certainly South .Vfrlca. 

In the Commons on March 
20. Sir Geoffrey Howe, the 
Foreign Secretary, confirmed 
the Government’s pohe« nut to 
assist the South Afnican Gov- 
ernment with iLs nuclear 
weapons or nuclear power pro- 
gramme.

Sudanese pdlitiicianS

Sudan's alliance of political 
parties agreed yesterday, to 
submit a list of indepenent, 
non-party technocrats as the 
country's new cabinet. 

The decision was- reached 
after several hours of argu- 
ment between the three maiq 
parties and seven trade unions. 
The list was discussed later 
with the transitional military 
ccunciL 

The decision represents the 
second concession made by ci- 
vilian politicians since their 
combined protests and strikes 
two weeks ago led tiie army to 
overthrow Ja’afar Numeiri. 

The parties ori^nally 
wanted to share power with 
(he milKaiy by setting up a 
five-member suprmne council 
on which three civfiians would 
serve along with General 
Swareddahata and a representa- 
tive of 'itbe war-tom south. 

But because of their delay 


in coming up with a political 
programme of action on which 
all the parties could agree, tbe 
milltaiy went ahead and ai>- 
nouneed that supreme power 
would be vested in a 15-mem- 
ber mtlitaxy coundl which 
would hold power for a year. 
The cabkiet will only have lim- 
ited legislative powers.

US providing ‘secret’ food supplies to 
two rebel-held provinces of Ethiopia

The United States has spon- 
sored an unpublicised, year- 
long food supply programme 
in rebel-held areas of northern 
Ethiopia by way of the Sudan, 
and soon will ask the new Suda- 
nese military government for 
permission to expand the 
effort. 

Working through private 
relief agendes, the Agency for 
international Development al- 
ready has approved 115.000 
tons of food and S6 trucks for 
the operation. 

7%e effort has become a del- 
icate issue within the Reagan 
AdminlAration because of its 
implications Cor already uncer- 
tain relations with pro-Ameri- 
can Sudan and Sovfiet-backed. 
Marxist Ethiopia. 

A new Khartoum regime has 
enressed a desire to improve 
relations with Ethiopia, and 


US officials fear that too much 
publicity ahoot a food tqjera- 
tion In ocK^ieration with the 
US could lead tbe Sudan to 
scuttle the prognmime. 

The US is also in delicate 
negotiations with the Ethiopian 
Government to allow the food 
to flow into tbe rebel-held ter- 
ritory through normal channels 
within the country. Officials 
said that they feared those ne- 
gotiations could fail or, worse 
still, that the Ethiopians might 
decare the Sudan border-cross- 
ing a hostile act and . attack 
the relief convoys or raid stag- 
ing points in the Sudan. . 

The US operation may have 
implications for American con- 
tacts with other rebel groups. 
“ n bolds precedertts for Af- 
ghanistan and Nicaragua," a 
senior Administration official 
said.

The 
Tamil militants have recently 
been harasdog Musing, rob- 
bing teem and demanding 
money, as well os disturbing 
their educational Institutions." 

Mr Honsoor Insisted that 
UusUms wanted, a united M

But this is sternly vulgar 
Maryimi in reverse. Tne 
iiTa^gt dodrine speaks of 
the spurious freedom of toe 
bourgeoide being at toe ex- 
pense of toe real freedom of 
toe -workers, which freedom 
is alone universalisable in 
the eventual d assless society 
after the witiieiing away of 
toe State. The new Ri^ 
have diagnosis and faith 
wMto is the mirror image of 
this. The spurious freedom 
which is to be resisted is 
that of the Socialist collec- 
tive (ti .tiie workers -wbicb 
has been - attempted at the 
c^qpense of the true freedom 
of toe bourgeois individual- 
fsts. It is tins freedom whidi 
is alone universalisable after 
toe martet has been libez^ 
ated to work its woziders and 
there emerges the freedom 
of a propeity owning demoo- . 
racy while toe State has 
been reduced to tiie absolute 
• minumim. 

These two myqpie and 
iniXTor4mage ' views -of the 
world now dominate such po- 
litical thlnkii^ as toere is 
and apparently mesmerise all 
those (almost certainly the 
majority)' who do not find 
either view convincing or 
lu^De^ not - least ' because 
toqy are really one view and 
.feed on one anoBier in sns- 
- tMiiteg their reaiective 
claims to be “realistic.” U 
you view the dlaleztic from 
the Right then toe miners 
are to. be -utterly defeated 
for they repr es e n t toe shock 
troops of militant socialist 
workers, as is evidenced 
their being lead by a mili- 
tant ' revolutioziaxy. Any at- 
tempt to suggest that there 
are human and 
factors independent of this 
atiiV. Up. in ttifa is dis- 

ndtoed as azL utter faQure to 
tew up to toe realities of 
power and the urgent need 
to pievmit revolntlon. 


Xf you view tiie dialectic 
ftont fbe Left then .the min- 
ers are toe heros of the 
revolution and the police are 
toe shock troops of Moigeofs 
repression. Any attenqit to 
suggest tiiat there are. inde- 
pendently of tins azid mixed 
up in this, urgent and diffi- 
cult questions about obsoles- 
cence, economic recession 
and wealth production, flex- 
ibility and- the commun^ 
and personal stresses of 
change is dismissed as an 
utter failure to toee up to 
the realities of power and 
the urgent seed to promote 
revolution. 

That we are. at any rate 
for toe moment, trapped hi 
this dialectic understanding 
is evidenced the current 
embarrassment and ineffec- 
tiveness of the “soft” Left 
and toe “wet” Right Social 
Democrats, whether in the 
labour Party or outside it 
often seem to behave as if 
toey bad at least a sneaking 
feeUng that the hard Left 
are toe ozi^-. real and 
re^idlc activists. At least 
they canziot be diaUenged 
head on. 

Similarly Conservatives 
-with a sense of the strong 
Conservative traditions for 
corporate caring and an oiv 
game approato to ' many . 
social problems seem hardly 
to have toe courage of their 
convictions and a sneaking 
feeling that toe market mon- 
etarists are toe only realists. 
This means more and more 
people, vdio feel that the di- 
alectic. whether viewed from 
the Right or from the Left, 
offers much more confronta- 
tion and misery than real 
promise or hope are driven 
towards the view that poli- 
ties are hopeless so that one 
must either take refuge in 
apathy or else invest one's 
energies in some sizi^e issue 
whids is then identified as 
tiie central issue of political 
and Tmiwan ugnificance. 

AB tSiia toowa bow uzgent 
it is that we in this country 
should devtiop a liberation 
theology of our owil This 
would be a thedlogy -which 
atruggled, worked and ex- 
perimented to develop an 
understanding of the God of 
f reedom and the freedom of 
God which effectively related 
the biblical tradition of this 
God to toe actual state of 
affairs In this country and 
tons hetoed both In renewing 
faith in God and also in 
renewing our politics.' 

- 'We need to rediscover that 
ve were not znistakezi when 
we committed ourselves, with 
a eozisiderable degree of con- 
sensus, to working out a 
Welfare State whiui would 
substantially contribute to 
setting pecrole free from un- 
necessary fll-healto, hopeless 
poverty or acute want and 
whirii would make some 
movement, however di^t, 
along the path to more jus- 
tice, more earing and less 
thou^itless and ignored 
exploitatiou. 

While British liberation 
thebtogy win take some of 
the' diagnoses -‘of mfaTvfyw 
very serlbusly, it will not in 


any way be dominated by 
Marxism. We must work out 
our own liberation theolo^, 
rdated to our needs and to 
wbat we can discern through 
seeking to be faithful to the 
God of the prophets and the 
God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ The main 
thrust of this liberation the- 
ology vrill. I am clear, in- 
dude the following. 

We mnst resume our 
search tor progress in the 
direction of Justice, increase 
of domocratic participation 
and the oz«nisation of sys- 
tematic and'^ social caring. To 
g$ve up the central concerns 
of the Welfare State and the 
Beveridge Report because we 
have run into difficulties is 
sheer faithlessness and inhu- 
manity. To return to the 
etchlcs of 19tb centtuy entre- 
preneurial individualism is 
either nostaligie nonesense 
or dse a firm derlwntion 
that individual selfishness 
and organised greed are the 
only effective motivations for 
human behaviour. 

Of course we must be 
xealistie about sin. Romantic 
utopiatilsm which supposes 
all will be well both with 
toe needs of production and 
with the way power fs eacer- 
cised once the pec^e are set 
to be to - clu^e of iheir 
own common possessions and 
■Ibmr own common destiny. 
TnaWm toe disastrous mistake 
of rooting aU human failings 
in our social and eccNDOmic 
structures, and ignores tiie 
role of our often selftto and 
grasping beads azzd hearts 
and spirits. But to promote a 
materialistic market - orienta- 
ted indfriduaHstn as toe key 
to human social progress Is to 
make an equally destructive 
nuateke about -toe possibili- 
ties and needs of men and 
women and to tom one's back 
on real poUttcal and social 
progress vtoito has been 
made. Realvni about sin 
should not l^d to cynicism 
about altruism and Justice or 
pessimxsm about the possibil- 
ities of collective oreanisar 
tion and eommuzial 'caztog. 

In toe name (ff the God of 
toe Kble and of Jesus Christ 
we must challenge this and 
confront it We must admit 
that the way forward is nei- 
toer obrious nor easy but in 
the name of God and for toe 
sake of our .humaiuty we 
must insist that we cannot 
go into a 21st cen- 

tury version of toe 19th cen- 
tury. That -way destruction 
and misery lie. 

Secondly, we must izisist 
on the nrgezzt reality azid 
relevance of the judgment of 
God. To ignore the poor or 
to gZai” toat they canziot be 
counted into society until 
we have made more money or 
-that we must lay greater 
burdens on them to ensure 
that they are more ready to 
work at any cost is morally 
onestionabl^ umdentially 
dangetous (for now zsuch 
pressure will how many take 
for how long?) and a delib- 
erate declaration of no sym- 
pathy or compassion with 
toeir plitot A society which 
does such things deliberately 
and refuses to recognise that 


A question of 
balance on 
human rights 
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that is what it is doing, is a 
society which is tearing itself 
apart and heading for 
turbulence and disaster. Such 
a society can be no base for 
toe leatnig and experiment- 
ing wo have to undergo 
together to find a tteble way 
fontord into an uncertain 
and pretty tough futuze. 

To progress we shall need 
all our personal and commu- 
nal resources as well as all 
our economic resonrees. To 
develop tiiese resources, not 
least toe economic ones, 
every effort has to be made 
to contoat attitudes, events 
and statistics which suggest 
that the substantial minority 
of our fellows are second or 
third class citizens or not 
even citimns at all. 

To recognise that our sori- 
ety is under judgment for 
what it is doing to steadily 
increaring iium'bezs of those 
who are exduded from the 
benefits enjoyed by the ma- 
jority, is not to know at once 
what is to be done about it. 
It is however to recogn^ 
them as citizens along with 
us and to commit ourselves 
to conscious, explicit and 
shared efforts to develop our 
common good and multiply 
onr common resources. It is 
also to acknowledge toe niv 
geucy of this judgment and 
to challenge the complacent 
enjoyment of jam today by 
some, udien for others there 
is no promise even of jam 
tomorrow. 

Thirdly, a Uberation theol- 
ogy will search for ways of 
iwovation, experiment and 
risk. For example, trade 
unions will have to risk new 
forms of wages, flexibility 
and new forms of work shar^ 
ing. Management will have 
to risk new forms of 
participation and of UnnteUon 
of prvileges and salaries for 
themselves and their direc- 
tors. Maziy uzithinkable 
things (eg maxhnam, and 
minirnuni wages) wQI have 
to become tiiinkable, includ- 
ing, probably, government 
ritics over decentralisation 
and regionalisation. 

Fourthly, liberatiozi theol- 
ogy will have to work at 
bunding up communities of 
endurance around a 
etiebiation of the go^l of 
God who is committed to our 
world, our society and onr 
future for the sake of His 
Kingdom. For it is certain 
that we shall have much to 
endure, induding uncer^ 
tainty, turbolance. violence 
and people feeling that there 
is no hope and no way for- 
ward. In God and under God 
this is not true, but some- 
times the only way of fight- 
ing through to a way for- 
ward will be communities of 
endurance who can hope 
against hope, as toe prophets 
did.

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TEE LONDON headquarters 
of Amnesty international in 
the early IS'tOs cost about 
£24,000 a year to run, includ- 
ing the salaries of a few 
staff members, in the early 
1970s, Now the annual huu- 
cet is fflorins close to £4 mil- 
uon. and its offices will soon 
accommodate about 200 em- 
ployees. .'\nmc5fy speaks to 
governments on equal terms, 
distributes glossy pubUca- 
tions. and its staff make the 
round on the international 
organisations circuit. 

Nobel Peace Prise was 
awarded to it in 1977. 

From a small voluzrtaiy so- 
ciety, Amnesty has grown 
into a large non-govem- 
mental burcaucrao'. From 
having been sharply focused 
on cases of individual Prison- 
ers of Conscience, it coi^ 
ducts worldwide campaigns 
on behalf of whole groups of 
prisoners. Prisoners for in- 
stance under preventive df>- 
tention, prisoners sentenced 
to death, prisoners put to 
torture are Included in the 
campaigns, whether they 
used violence or not. The po- 
rcnnial Amnesty controversy, 
coacerning the uses of vio- 
lence and the right of gov- 
ernments to resist it. is fast 
fading from the organisa- 
tion’s memory. 

Anmesty is a singular in- 
ternational agency in that it 
relics mainly on its rolua- 
t^ membeTsbin for the ese- 
! cution of its policies. Its pro- 
fessional staff cither services 
or polices the voluntary 
I organisation. Staff spend 
more time on problems of 
organisation than dealing 
' with political imprisonment. 

Membership has continued 
I to grow in Western Europe, 
and Amnesty took off in 
! post-Vietnam America. Its 
' leaner limbs reach into the 
Third World. At the last 
I count there were five 
' national sections in Africa; 

I six in Latin America: and 
I seven in .Asia, including 
Japan. In its Third 'World 
outposts there is the danger 
' tizat a national section would 
draw too close to the govern- 
j ment, or provide the rest of 
the organistaion with new 
prisoners of conscience. 
Amne^ and Its Diternational 
Executive Committee (lEC), 
drawn almost exdusively 
' from the strongest national 
sections, pursues extension 
: with missionary zeal. The im- 
print of an inward-lookiiig 
organisation can be found 
now in almost everything 
Amne^ docs. The Amnesty 
International Handbook rep- 
resents an attempt to make 
the membership conform to 
toe standards of the 
organisation. 

It contains gruesome pho- 
tographs of torture side by 
side with silly, cosy cartoons. 
On toe one hand, it presents 
the picture of Amnes^ as a 
well-mtenthmed orgamsation, 
abiding by sensible rules. On 
the other is the cruel outside 
world, replete with ondif- 
fereutiatea brutality. The 
Annual R^ort has become a 
repetitive csitalogue of in- 
fringements of human rights. 
It is usef^, but makes no 
attempt to differentiate be- 
tiircen the re^ons it is di- 
-vid^ into, nor between the 
eountires within the regiofis. 

Amnesty prides itself on 
the quality of its informa- 
tion, but does not always be- 
have as if it believed its own 
claim. In the decade or 
so, the relative importence 
of the research department 
within the international sec- 
retariat has declined sharply. 
The department is becoming 
exhausted, because iU 
members spend a lot of their 
time doing the wrong kind 
of work. One example arises 
from the Russian dissidents 
who formed an Amnesty 
group in Moscow in 1973. 

Tile aftermath of that ini- 
tiative is briefiy noted in the 
annual report In 1983, the 
chairman of the group was 
stripped of his citizenship, 
and its former secretary ar- 
rested. The report blandly 
suggeste that the prosecution 
of toe secretary had nothing 
to do with his previous mem- 
bership of Amnesty. De- 
pleted as it is. the groop, is 
still listed among Amnesty’s 
national sections and groups. 

It may be that Amnesty 
organisauon and its activities 


cannot be acceptable to the 
Russian authoritii*s. and to 
those of Moscow's allies, in 
an>‘ circumstances. Some of 
Amnesty’s members may prt^ 
fer kccpiztg it that way. 
There is little evidence that 
ll)c orga!ii.<uitio& has ad- 
dressed itself to the problem 
with any vigour. It is ridden 
the high tide of intematlonai 
interest in human rights, it 
has benefited, at least indi- 
rectly from the incorpora- 
tion of human rights into 
Western policies. It is no co- 
incidence that it entered the 
period of Its fastest growth 
at the beginnins of intense 
diplomatic barRaining be- 
tveea the West and the 
East, at the end of 1973. 

The sharpest cenlroversy 
during thOKe diplomatic ne- 
gotiations centred on human 
right-s. There was the accord 
in the summer of 1073 at 
Helsinki. Here, the Rusiians 
reluctantly accepted the po- 
litical principle of human 
lights, and the West con- 
firmed its acceptance of the 
political geography of post- 
war Etirone. Soon came 
Pre.tidcnt Carter's novel iLse 
of human riohts In Anienoan 
foreign poIic.v. The most 
pnu'orful novernment in the 
world moved into Amnesty's 
are.*i. Amnestv should hate 
takim the credit, and paused 
for thought. 

The cutting edge of Presi- 
dent Carter's human rie.hU; 
policies was not poised over 
any particular countries. 
Vnder President Reagan, 
parti of it have been

retained. It became what the 
Russians have always sus- 
pected it to be. Reagan’s for- 
eign policy spokesmen have 
identified struggle against 
the evil empire of commu- 
nism with the struggle for 
human li^ts. America and 
Russia will perhaps achieve 
some accommodation on nu- 
clear arms. In other areas, 
political confrontation be- 
tween the super-powers will 
increase. 

In the new international 
climate, Aznni^’ will find it 
even less easy to keep its 
tight balancing act going. In 
a world increasingly threat- 
ened by famine and disaster 
on tiie ground and by nu- 
clear destruction from above, 
Amneste occupies an uncer- 
tain middle ground. It has 
laid aside its previous, strozis 
concern with the politico 
uses of violence. The prlscn- 
ers of conscience have been 
moved off centre. It could 
usefully review the 
components which make up 
its claim to political impar- 
tiality, and could do worse 
toan return to first 
principles. 

Sooner or later. Amnesty 
wil Ibave to face the fact that 
its membership cannot be con- 
trolled from one centre. The 
international committee of the 
Red Cross and the national 
Red Cross organisations have 
dzawn apart from each other 
over the years. Neither party 
has been the loser. Amnesty 
may choose to follow a similar 
route.

Thgre is a particnlarly op- 


pressive clause whidi im- 
poses strict criminal liability 
on newspaper proprietors 
and editoro who uzzwittin^ 
publish advertisements “con- 
taining an indication (how- 
ever expressed)” that 
surrogacy services may be 
sought or may be available. 
While an offence of “know- 
ingly” puhlistdng sndi ad- 
vertisenmnts may be wai^ 
ranted, the Bill imposes 
personal liabHity on editors 
even when toey nave no idea 
tb«t some ambiricus advert 
has mistakenly slipped into 
their dashed columns. 

Radio and television execu- 
tives must at least know the 
real purport of the advertise- 
ment before they can be con- 
victed. but the ban on any 
mention of surrogacy ad- 
vertisements extends to ref- 
erences to them in news and 
current affairs reports. Ab- 
surdly. if Checkpoint discov- 
ered an illegal surrogacy seiv 
vice advertising 

emphemistically in the 
Times, and reported the 


words of the advert In toe 
course of exposing it, then 
both Roger Cook and Charles 
Douglas-Home would be 
guilty of an offence. 

The Surrogacy Arrange- 
ments BUI is, finally, yet an- 
other example of the Govern- 
ment's deteminatioa to 
avoid jury trial for contro- 
versial offences. The jury op- 
tion is available as of right 
whenever the maximum punr 
ishment is set at more than 
six months: the period cho- 
sen in the Bill is Three 
months. Even so, the Govern- 
ment could still make sperial 
provision for jury trial, a 
mode particiilai'ly appropri- 
ate for deciding questions of 
fact where distinguished 
reputations may be at stake. 
Its reluctance to abide by 
the verdict of twelve good 
men and women and true is 
the surest indication of lack 
of confidence in its new 
Ici^ation.

to Hamlet as an icnocent, 
-fatally obedient eirL who 
nonetheless matdies his 
-inteUectual receptivity with 
her emotional openne^ — 
“a vessel of enormous pos- 
sibility” in Frances Barber’s 
words — whose sanity is de- 
stroyed because riie senses 
before anyone else what 
could flow from the Princes 
madness, 

Her chief Gravedigger was 
-the veteran Sebastian Shaw, 
aged 79^ Who played bis first 
Romeo in 1926 and was a 
cinema matinee idol in the 
‘ 19S0& He put his arms 
round her afterwards and 
said, "I have* seen many 
Ophelias in my time but 
are tbe only one - who has 
made me cry.” 

The 'kqy to Camille was 
that she took self-destrue- 
tively but optimistically 
herself not only the suffer- 
ing of her own life but the 
egotistical, possessive and 
barren pain of her rich lover 
Annand DuvaL Her approach 
to both parts was mature, 
perilously ambitious and un-

her imaginatioiL In Camille, 
some love scenes and the 
death bed were as aff^t^i n j* 
as the Garbo perfonnance 
she herself has never seen. 

For the future, if tiiises

It 
was like a madrigal comedy, 
with four sharply defined 
personalities interlinked, 
sharing their views of differ^ 
ent rituations, sometimes 
clariiiog but always quick to 
resolve their tensions. Not 
for nothing did the piece 
take its starting-point from 
the overlap between vocal 
and instrumental 

expressiveness. 

Both Anthony Payne's a 
D ay in the life of a Mayfly 
and Anne Boyd’s Ihe 
Metamorphosis of the Soli- 
tart’ Female Phoenix d ealt 
with processes of growth and 
transformaticui. P^vne was 
stronger on sheer logic and 
aptly placed contrast; Boyd 
depl^d oriental colourings 
shamelessly but tellingly, 
taking the listener through a 
mythological trip, just as 
Pfyne eoiUured an engaging 
nature tone-poem. Odalhie de 
la Martinez' directed these 
pieces with particular 
firmness- 

At the furthtt extremes 
were Peter Seulthorpe’s solo 
cello piece Requiem (played 
with great concentration by 
Margaret Powell) and Vint- 
cent Flush’s On Shooting 
Stars. Id the six movements 
of tbe former, cool plaansong 
mdody alternated and be- 
came Integrated (margiaally) 
with more passionate ideas 
in the composer’s own. idiom. 
Lacking a larger context, its 
iBopact was elusive. On the 
other hand. Plush achieved 
as immgdmtely compelling 


coxomemoration for the Chil- 
ean musician and poet 'Victor 
Jara {.rho was tortured and 
killed after the overthrow of 
the AUende regiffle). 
transcribing and building 
mobiles around, three of 
Jara’s own compositions. 
Latin-Ameriean rhythms and 
percussion were often in the 
foresround, but Plush's 
development of the thematic 
content was independent and 
not in any sense obrious.

FOUBPLAY Theatre have a

FIFTY Years? on Glass, 
exhibiiion o( gl.i'rs 
engraiTngs by Laurence 
WhisllGr and his sons and 
^ugbtor, Simon. Daniel and 
Frances, is remarkable in 
several ways. Compelling for 
students of glass engraving, 
for those who have never bv- 
foro scon a coUection of 
work of this kind and qual- 
it)’ it will be a revelation. In 
that half-century Laurvnee 
'Whistler has created and led 
a revival of glass engravinq 
from the mcdianieal skill it 
had become since the days 
of the 18th century Dutch 
masters to the level of art. 
He has. too, formulated en- 
tirely original tecbntqucR. 
This collection strikes tlie 
eye with the splendour of 
pictures released from glas.s 
— drawings not in black and 
white, but in light on 
darkness. 

It is the splendid Justiflrs- 
tion ot a pbUosopViy. Over 40 
years ago — before Daniel 
and Prances wore bom — 
Laurence Whistler said to 
me : ** 1 want auy diildrcfl of 
mine to spend their lives 
doing what they eit>oy : after 
all, i have : apart from the 
wur. my life has been sp ‘nt 
writing, mainly poct.-y. and 
engraving gla&i. and that has 
left me completely bapp.v. z 
want to see them hippy ili 
the .same vav.” 

Some of Whistler’S earlie.st 
work is to be aeon at tiii.; 
exhibition, but his recent 
work, much of it on bowls, t.: 
as fine os. or even liner th.-.n 
any he has ever dune. * li-.av- 
cnly Country — Heavenly 
City’ (19^3) investu the bowl 
on which it is portrayed with 
a third dimensiou ; The 
Apollo Landing creates u 
convincingly haunting, other- 
worldly landscape ; The 
Music of Chalk ts an expan- 
sive, composite portrayal of 
'Wiltriiirc. 

In A Constellation at Sun- 
rise — first light redected 
in the window panes of a 
house — be exploits hts me- 
dium in masteriy fashion. He 
is not simply a technieiao. If 
his pictures were drawn in 

S encil or pointed, they would 
e accepted as artistic 
creations; expressed in the 
blend of lines, stipple and 
drill on glass, of wmch he is 
the ultimate master, they are 
all but unique. 

He has proved ingeniou-c 
in planning Uie lighting of 
his work on glass which 
fully reveals its splendour. 
Bis IS glorious windows for 
Moreton parish church in 
Dorset — surely the only in- 
stance of all windows bein.i! 
engraved — was dedicated 
there on March 81. It will 
certainly become a place of 
artistic pUgfimage. 

His sensitivity in his mate- 
rial is a rare gUi. : that his 
three children should bare 
inherited — or acquired — a 
rimilarly sympathetic touch 
is at once remarkable and, 
for bim. deraly rewarding. 
Simon, the eldest at 45, is 
not unlike his father in 
style, with tbe same bias 
towards architecture and 
landscape. In this exhibtion 
his PTostiakc Cottage and In- 
terior of a Lodge at Oporto 
(on a decanter) are 
outstanding. 

Daniel (31) is freer — in 
a way stronger in method ; 
and tends to work with drill 
as well as stipple oa gloss 
slabs, sometimes on both 
sides. Drowning Sleep and 
Sea Piece are characteristi- 
cally powerful. Frances — 
bom 19S7 — has an instinc- 
tively certain touch on glass, 
and a wide range, shown by 
examples here of Wilcct 
Cbureb and two most deli- 
cate butterflies, all on 
goblets. 

The exhibition — of 79 
pieces, many lent by the 
owners, including the Queen 
Mother — shows a historic 
range of Laurence’s woric 
and a creditable selection of 
bis offspring’s.

Growing s^ns of a slowdown in US eonnonric 
growth could iigect a mudi needed note of urgmiCY 
into next month’s annual economic sumndt in Bonn. 
The economic comiflacency of the United States Ad- 
mimstration ~ which sees the ^kung dollar as some- 
thing of a national virility symbol was Mattered at

** devastating ” to the world’s financial syst e m if it led . 
to a new era of protectioniara. 

Mr Shultz, a tonner professor of ecanmnics, told a 
Princeton audience that the dollar was stiH 80 po* 
cent above its 1980 level desEdte recent falls. Be 
claimed that if the Adnunistration gave in to the 
damouring pressures fm: protectlmiism it would have 
a devastating eSiact on the rest ot the world, histead 
he prcgN)ses a tbreepreoged idan to be considered by 
toe heads of state of the' Seven leading industrial 
nations in Bonn under which 'the US would take 
greater strict to reduce ite budget deficit while 
Europe and Japan take simultaneous st^ to open 
their economies and stimulate caEdtal investment 

Althou^ Mr Shultzs remarks are still a trifle 
hectoring really wants the test of the itorid to 
adopt American supply side policies) they do at least 
start froui the jnnporition tiuit Wh^ is now- luqipen- 
ing in the US — the huge bud^ and current account 
d^cits accompaztied by a ludterpudy overvalned cur-, 
rency — is a ledpe fer disaster.

able to berard and lodg- 
ing payments for a limited 
period in any one - area, 
while many, older claimants 
find their benefit cut — 
in some cases, substantially. 

For most people, the 
change wiU be phased in 
after one. two or three 
months — but from the end 
. of May, tens of thousands of 
people will lose their present 


friend’s sofa or floor, some 
wiU be forced into the over- 
crowded and Insanitary 
squalor of che^r lodging 
houses, some will sleep 
rough. All will suffer. 

Tnose affected have, in the 
majority of cases, no home 
to go to. They are pet^le 
whom parents or remti'res, 
local authorities or private 
landlords could or -wouhl not 
house. Bed and breakfast 
have become their last 
refuge. 

This is a trend of which 
IjheltCT has been increasinj^ 
aware and increasingly critf- 
caL But the reason for the 
inereasizig numbers has been 
clear.

Alternatively, if all that is 
feoo strong meat suppose that 
Indepenoent Radio were to 
be built- np to offer a much 
wider choice of listening. We 
could . move towards a 
structure in u'hicb an inde- 
pendent national channel 
■cbaHenged Radio A in which 
existing ILR stations broad- 
cast separate programming 
on their AM and FU frequen- 
cies to offer more choice of 
music .formats — Top 40, 
middle-of-the-road, adult-ori- 
, entated rock — and in which 
eommunity stations linked by 
a sustaining -service ad- 
dressed Specialist music and 
ethnic interests^ Such a struc- 
ture equally well offer 

advertisers the o*ider cover- 
age and targetling which 
would justify increased 
expraditure. 

Radio is fundamentally a 
medium of formats in which 
listeners select a particular 
station aeconling to their 
needs — speech, news, differ- 
ent kinds of music — and this 
is where the interests of ad- 
vertisers and listeners can 
come together. 

Advertisers want maximum 
coverage and the ability to 


target their messages to de- 
fined groups of people: IL^ 
loners want choice. Both 
could be well served by a 
strueture for radio »*hscb. 
while making proper provi- 
sion for competition, also en- 
sures diversity. 

This is something which the 
Chairman of the BBC. Stuart 
Young, seems determined not 
to recognise. He argues, rea- 
sonably enough, that if the 
BBC is to be required to cake 
advertising, there will be no 

half measures. Be will go all 
the wa>- - or »D he Ka,vx: but 
it appears that be make.s this 
point not in order to argue 
the economic logic of the 
case but to threaten the'ulti- 
maie horror of pan-BBC ad- 
vertising. in which qualitv' 
and diversity would be sacri- 
ficed on the altar of the com- 
mercia) dollar. 

BuL in the case of radio. 
regulator>' structures in coun- 
tries such as Canada have 
demonstrated the possibilirt- 
of peaceful co-existence 
between advertising on the 
one hand and the demands of 
quality, choice and minoritv' 
interejcls oa the other. 

Could advertisins provide 

adequate financial resources 
for this here in the I'K" 
Here, radio arc-ounis for 
around 2.5 par cent of all ad- 
vertising expenditure. In 
North .^ioerica. where radio 


offers advertisers almost 
total coverage, it accounts for 
between 8-10 per cenl. If we 
could achieve the same, per- 
centage here, advertisero 
would be spending over £300 
million a year on radio — 
rougbl>‘ the total annual cost 
of ILR plu.*! BBC radio, with, 
who kuows. perhaps a bit to 
spare for development. 

.Ail of this suggests that the 
'real question for Professor 
Peacock is not the role of ad- 
vertising in the BBC. but Ihe 
role in the fhuire sinicture of 
radio as a whole — and what 
kind of structure for radio 
oi’eral! do we want? 

Independent radio com- 
panies are not alone in call- 
ins on Ihe Home Secretan* to 
earn' out a renew of Uiis. 
much wider issue. The Insti- 
tute of Practitioners in Ad- 
vertising has made similar 
representations, for much the 
same reason. 

For it is a question of .struc- 
ture. Individual develop- 
meiiis in radio cannot be 
looked at in isolation. li 
would be all too easy to take 
a wrong turning do com- 
munity radio, split frequen- 
cies. lodependent nafional 
radio, or advertising on the 
BBC. Radio 111 Britain could 
be on the brink of an e.vciting 
new period of devclopraeni 
and expansion. Piecemeal 
decision-making could stunt 
its growth.

Jeremy Bugler senses a threat to ITV 
journalism in the BBC’s new scheduling 

Grade expectations 


A MEDIA writer, preparing 
an article for her trade jour- 
nal on The London Prof^m- 
me's tenth anniversary this 
month, asked whether we 
ever came under pressure for 
ratings. The notion that tele- 
vision producers are eon- 
stantiy being harassed for 
better ratings is given nsually 
more currency* than it de- 
serves, but just at the 
moment, her question has 
some groiinding. 

Michael Grade. BBC-l's 
new controller, is schednling 
his channel with much more 
eoffibatjveness than his pre- 
decessors. In particular, he's 
applying with rigour the 
Baste Law of Aggressive 
Scheduling which' states that 
the sehe<foler should pitch 
his most popular programmes 
against bis opponents' weak- 
est He win then scoop the 
pooL and possibly rtun his 
opponents' ratings for the 
rest of the evening. Schedul- 
ing in more complex of 
course, than thia but the 
Basic Law is a key.elemeot 

Grade has movM Panorama 
to later In the evening and 
niD popular shows against 
Granada's World in Actioa 
Pre-Grade, there was almost 
a ^ntlemen's agreemeDt that 
the two channels’ current 
affoirs beavywe^ts should 
have tbe protection of being 
transmitted against each 
other. 

But now World in Action is 
having to compete first with 
Fame and then Are You 
Being Served? It did well 
against the former but the 
latter has had much tbe 
better of tbe contest Mean- 
while. Panorama running at 
9 30 last month twice got 
better rating than World in 
Action, which pre-Grade 
could be relied on to see off 
its rival. 

Michael Grade is notably 
putting up a much tougher 
n ght for audiences in the 
w'eekdays. Up till recently, 
the broad patten) bad the 
BBC ambling through the 
weekdays but coming out 
raring for a fight at the week- 
ends. Now tbe ITV contrac- 
tors are haring to compete all 
across the seven days and In 
tbe 'London region in the last 
few weeks, the BBC has on 
some weel 
competitor : 

Grade has also dei'eioped 
as eye for tbe current afnirs 
shows that butt on to Kewrs at 
10. Thfo placing creates a 
news and current affairs 
hour, and arguably an open- 
ing for The Basic Law*. 

OveralL it's clear that the 
BBC. keenly aware in this 
political climate that it can- 
not afford to become a minor- 
interest, is all out to show 
it has plenty of customers. 

What does the Grade 
imply for current affoirs edi- 
tors like myself? Does it 
mean that «e are in for a 
period io which serious jour- 
nalistic programmes wiu be 
driven to the fringe and tbe 
owl hours? 'Will we have to 
abandon a policy of seriously 
trying to serve the region as 
the journalistic standards of 
the Sun-Star take over, offer-

I think all is not losL First, 
good journalism is often re- 
wardM by a good audience. 
When Greg Dyke made a 
London Pro^amme on the 
risk of flooding in the capital 
just as the Thames really did 
look as if if was going to burst 
its banks, a quarter of all the 
London region households 
w-atehed us. 

More recently, a January 
show' on the eviction of Basl- 
enders who harassed their 
Asian nei^bours also got a 
very healthy riewing figure. 
World in Action. TV Bye. 
Weekend World and Pano- 
rama all have numerous pro- 
grammes that prove the same 
poinL So we can protect oor^ 
selves with better Journalism. 
; hforeover. not all widely- 
viewad current afikiix shows 
need be on pop subjects or 
crime. There are very often 
times when the audience has 
a deep curiosity about an 
issue on which U w*ants to be 
informed. The issue can seem 
prosaic. Again, out of The 
London Programme experi- 
ence. a recent show on the 
rale-eappiog rebellion got a 
respectable audience. 

And of course, there is the 
IBA The Authority is broadly 
protective of serious pro- 
gramming. especially tbe 
regional .shows like The 
London Progamme. Tbe 
regionality of the ITV system 
is the one of main features 
that distinguishes it from the 
BBC. and tbe IB.4 guards the 
local shows w’ith some 
jeal<ms>'. 

It would be wrong, though, 
to imply that directors of pro- 
grammes are itching to cast 
their serious shows to the 
late hours in the hunt for 
ratings and money. In recent 
vears. The London Pro- 
gramme has actually 
improved its transmission 
time— from II pm on Sunday 
night to 10 30 pm on Friday. 

But there is a problem. For 
all their inleresf in serious 
programming, tbe ITV cou- 
traclots are commercial 
enterprises constituted to 
produce a return on capital 
inN’ested. The harder it be- 
comes to achieve that return, 
the more perilous the posi- 
tion of the serious shows. 

Currently, a whole host of 
moves appear to be making it 
harder for the ITV vontrac- 
tors. Adv’ertising on the BBC 
will be an enormous blow to 
serious broadcasting unless it 
is very severely restricted. 
The feet is that the ITV 
netw*ork's monopolistic struc- 
ture has produced both the 
Eroth and the solid sub.itanee 
of much of contemporary 
tele\*isioz). Greater competi- 
tion. taken beyond a limit, is 
likely to produce not more 
variety, but less. In this con- 
text. the new ratings -struggle 
for the w'eekda>*s may be an 
ill-omen.

IT WAS pertiaps (he most 
important conceit the vouns 
rock band would ever give. 
Tbc hall below them 
empty but for seven cbair& 
Slowiv. the jury filed in. 
There were four women. One 
young, two middle-aged and 
one elderly, and three men 
in their thirties. They chat- 
ted confidently with one an- 
other as Che band filed on-to 
tte stage. Introduced them- 
selves and began to play. 

■ The band calls itself " last 
fhanee" and they had al- 
ready been warned that this 
was a su^lciuusly possioiis- 
tfe title. They were ama- 
teurs. who work and practisi* 
in their own time, and who 
perform without pay. This 
concert was to decide 
whether they would get tiie 
ri^t to play in Moscow's 
houses of culture, f3c;or>' 
clubs, student hostels and at 
oAdal concerts, whether, in 
short, they would bo an 
' " authorised vocal-instru- 
mental ensemble.** 

The band was formed five 
years ago. when tbe mitnral 
atmosphere was rather more 
ralaxed. in tlic days when 
ttere was even a punk rock 
band in Leningrad c.nUod 
Automatic Sa(i>facti>in. 
whose lead sin.i;i'r calied 
himself He achieved 

transitory tame when he 
once urinated over bis 
audience. 

But the Communist Party 
plenum of July 19S3. when 
Yuri Andropov condemned 
" ideologically and ae-itlieti- 
cally harmful bands with du- 
bious repertoires,” put an 
end to all that. A complex 
structure ot controls has 
bren introduced which 
requires the local Komsomol 
(the Young Communists), 
the mULsicinns* union and the 
Ministry of Culture to polict* 
eonceris. discos and the 
bands themselves. 

Last C hanc e is one of the 
most interesting ban<!U still 
playing. ^leir repertoire in- 
uudes the poems of Robert 
Bums, nursery rhymes, Rus- 
sian poets and their own lyt^ 
ics. all set to music and pe^ 
formed to a theatrical, 
high-camp style. Rather like 
the British b^d Genesis, 
they use and costumes 
and bizarre props and pro- 
duce iH >*"q*hing that is more 
cabaret than concert. 

There are three of them. 
Sergei 'Vorabiev is the main, 
suiger. He plays aecoustie 
Koitv and works, to a km- 
der^rten. Sasha Samoylov 
plays dnuns. flute, recorder 
and casteneto He is the ar- 
tistic inspiration, and works 
as an aerobics teadier. He 
hepn as a construction engi- 
neer, hut is now studying 
pBTttlme for a theatre dirc(-- 
tor’s diploma. Sergei 
Ryzbesko plays violin, which 
be studied at the Conserva- 
toire. He makes a* living 
teadiing music, and used to 
ploy 'Witt the best-known of 
tte Soviet rock bands. Time 
Maidiine. 

They went through their 
rep^oire without a trace of 
au&esee reaction. The jury 
sat silent, even though some 
of the act was funny, some 
stirring and all of it rather 
good.

The young woman, also 
from the Koomomol, then 
said simply ; “ This band 
must live.

TUC attacks Tory proposals

The Government's ' proposals 
to award itself sweeps 
powers over the nationalised 
industries, enabling it to by- 
pass Parliament when fixing fi- 
nancial targets or making pri- 
vatisation plans, have been 
condemned out of hand by the 
TUC. In the same breath, the 
TUC has attaited the means 
by .whicb tbe CooservatiTes 
have introduced the new pr> 
posals as “ erode attempts to 
stifle debate.” 

The intended measures were 
launched as a consultative do^ 
ument one day betore -Parlia- 
ment recessed at Christmas, 
and only tbe nationalised in- 
dustries themselves have been 
invited to lodge comments. 

all-party energy sriect 
committee bus akrea^ res- 
ponded by calling for a foil 


examination of toe pitposals 
in tiK light of their probable 
impact on tbe energy supply 
industries. 

“ Proposals to r eform the m- 
dustzy’s operating statutes 
rixould be frmned in terms of

True, the makers of these 
esoteric machines know that 
they will make a relatively 
small number and that there 
are ^nnugh rich customers to 
buy them, but however enjoys 
able they may be they are not 
contributing much to the 
transport scene worldwide. 
The motorcar has been with 
us fbr close oc 100 years, yet 
there have been few attempts 
really to seek out tbe margiD- 
al motorist and give him vreat 
he can afford. 

Only two machines, the 
Model T Ford and the Volks- 
wagen Beetle, have sold in 
vast numbers — more than 
15.000.000 apiece — and this 
because they were on the 
market for a very long time. 
The Mint, which shonld have 
been the People's Car. has 
been on the market fbr more 
than 25 years but has not 
notched up anything like this 
sales figure, and is now 
fading.

The only attempt to satu- 
rate the market among what 
used to be called the working 
classes and woo them away 
fiom the motorcycle and side- 
ear was made between the 
wars by Ford, Austin, and 
Morris, when a new car could 
be ^ught for £100. Yet if the 
motorcar could be sold in 
Russia. China, and Africa on 
a basic scale we could multi- 
ply present sales figures by 
perhaps 1.000. 

So why does nobody both- 
er? You might say that if my 
thesis is correct aaq The 
People want a cheap, irimple 
car why does not the C^ven 
2CV. a pre-war design still on 
the market sell in mililoas? 
Quite simply because it is too 


expensive at appraaching 
£3.000. althou^ it has all the 


other virtues, apart fVom 
brakes which are expensive 
to maintain, or were before 
very* recent modifications. 

General Motors announced 
a project to produce a 


simple, basic pickup-type 
vehicle in Third World coun- 


tries. and presumably this is 


going ahead, although they 
don’t tell us anything about 
its progress. Ap^ from this. 

^ Peuget^Talbot sell the old 
1 Avenger in kit form to Iran 
when they ere not at war with 
! their neighbours, but this 
again is a. relatively expen- 
sive machine. 

Then again. Fiat and 
Renault have sold ear fac- 
tories to Russia where pri-

- bers. Reliant- incidentally 
:- produced a four-wheel car.'

' tiuce ' of£ Their three-wheel 
cars have always had a Limi- 
ted but loyal public, but the 
Kitten, an example of which 1 
ran myself fbr some time, 

• never hit the jackpot. Per- 
haps it was again too dear. 

1 think the answer to all 
these ‘ questions lies in 
politics rather than econom- 
ies, or peThmns a combination 
of the twa The nwtor mann- 
fiaetnrers need a steac^ mai^ 
ket for their second-hand 
cars so that those who are 
selling them can buy new 
ones, so perfa^is they see the 
second-hand (or tenth hand) 
car as the solution to the poor 
man's motoring, which en- 
ables them to forget ail about 
making the poor man's ear 
and get on with prof- 

its os more expensive 
models. There is not much 
under £4,000 new in this 
country nowadays, and this is 
way aoove the budget of 
marginal motorists. 

In country districts one can 
still buy a “good numeri' for 
£50. but this is not mneh use 
when it costs £200 to tax and 
insure the thing for the road, 
even assuming that no 

S airs are neeoM. Inciden- 
y. the Mot test certificate 
can be had for much less than 
the £10 which ment 

sets the price at in country 
areas where it is hard for the 
garage man to make a living. 

The French have an excel- 
lent idea in cutting the cost of 
the etjuivalent or the road 
fond licence as tbe ear gete 
older, until in the end it is 
free of tax altogether. I think 
it is an idea we should copy, 
but in this country the old car 
clubs, many of whose mem- 
bers are millionaire “classic 
car'* dealers, who race 
against each other for fiin, 
are opposed to this on the 
grounds that it might bring
